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President  Heber  J.   Grant, 
A  Great  Example. 


"  GO  YE  INTO  ALL  THE  WORLD." 

A  fulfilment  of  command  and   prophecy. 

Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach 
the  gospel  to  every  creature.  This  ad- 
monition, given  to  the  disciples  of  old  by 
the  risen  Lord,  has  been  accepted  in  its 
fullness  by  the  modern  prophet  who  now 
stands  at  the  head  of  the  true  Church  of 
Christ. 

To-day  is  the  78th  anniversary  of  the 
birth  of  Heber  J.  Grant,  the  President 
of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints.  To-morrow,  23rd  Novem- 
ber, will  mark  the  beginning-  of  his 
seventeenth  year  as  the  leader  of  the 
Church. 

From  his  early  manhood,  Heber  J. 
Grant  has  been  devoted  ceaselessly  and 
selflessly  to  the  welfare  and  service  of 
his  Church  and  people.  His  life  has 
been  consecrated  to  the  acceptance  of  and 
obedience  to  the  commandments  of  the 
living  God.  His  time  and  talents  have 
been      the      Lord's,      and      distance      and 
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national  boundaries  have  been  no  barrier 
to  hirril  in  proclaiming-  far  and  wide  his 
testimony  of  the  divinity  of  the  Restored 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

In  five  years  and  five  months,  from 
24th  July,  1901,  to  25th  December,  1906, 
President  Grant  "  lifted  up  his  voice" 
bearing  witness  to  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ  in  seventeen  nations.  From  Eng- 
land, eastward  throughout  Europe  and 
Asia  to  far-off  Japan,  and  in  the  Hawaii- 
an Islands  he  has  proclaimed  the  message 
of  the  Restoration.  Since  that  time  he 
has  testified  of  the  truth  of  the  Gospel  to 
the  people  of  Canada  on  the  north  of  the 
United  States,  and  to  the  people  of 
Mexico  on  the  south,  and  in  the  United 
States  he  has  borne  his  testimony,  as  he 
characteristically  puts  it,  '"  from  Port- 
land, Maine,  to  Portland,  Oregon." 

Remarkable  as  his  extensive  ministry 
may  seem,  it  becomes  still  more  remark- 
able in  light  of  the  fact  that  it  has  been 
the  fulfilment  of  a  prophecy  made  when 
President  Grant,  then  a  member  of  the 
Council  of  Twelve,  lay  dangerously  ill  in 
a  Salt  Lake  City  hospital.  Regarding 
this  prophecy,  President  Grant  has  said  : 

"  I  have  a  wife  whose  body  lies  in  the 
grave.  The  night  before  I  went  to  the 
hospital  to  be  operated  upon,  she  visited 
my  wife  who  is  alive,  and  told  her  that 
no  matter  how  near  I  came  to  death's 
door,  she  need  not  worry,  because  my 
mission  on  this  earth  was  not  yet  finished. 

"  Before  my  wife  died,  she  had  made 
me  a  promise,  by  the  gift  of  tongues, 
that  I  should  yet  lift  up  my  voice  in  many 
lands  and  many  climes,  proclaiming  the 
restoration  to  the  earth  of  the  plan  of  life 
and  salvation. 

"  I  had  not  up  to  the  time  of  my  sick- 
ness done  so.  But  that  message  that 
came  to  her  has  been  fulfilled,  as  since 
then — that  was  in  1897 — I  have  lifted  up 
my  voice  in  the  Hawaiian  Islands,  in  far- 
off  Japan,  in  England,  Ireland,  Scotland, 
Wales,  Germany,  Austria,  Italy,  Switzer- 
land, Norway,  Sweden,  Denmark, 
Canada,  Mexico,  and  from  Portland, 
Maine,  to  Portland,  Oregon,  from  the 
Canada  line  clear  down  to  Florida,  pro- 
claiming that  I  know  that  God  lives,  that 
I  know  that  Jesus  is  the  Christ,  and  that 
I  know  that  Joseph  Smih  was  a  prophet 
of  the  true  and  the  living  God." 


President  Grant's  first  opportunity  to 
begin  the  fulfilment  of  this  prophecy  came 
when,  in  1901,  he  was  called  to  go  to 
Japan  and  there  open  up  a  mission  for 
the  Church.  He  left  Salt  Lake  City  with 
a  group  of  companions  on  24th  July. 

Many  and  varied  were  the  experiences 
of  President  Grant  and  his  companions 
in  Japan.  A  new  language  to  learn, 
new  customs  to  adopt,  and  a  new  type  of 
religion  to  introduce  did  not  make  the 
task  easier  for  them.  President  Grant 
recalls  many  interesting  incidents  that 
happened  in  Japan,  relative  to  their 
missionary  work.  Being  refused  lodging 
because  they  were  Mormons  was  one. 
The  owner  of  the  boarding  house  was  so 
proud  of  his  bigotry  that  he  went  im- 
mediately to  the  editor  of  an  English 
newspaper  and  "  patted  himself  on  the 
back."  The  next  day  the  editor  "  dished 
the  proprietor  up  in  fine  style  for  his 
bigotry." 

When  President  Grant  thanked  the 
editor  for  his  apparent  kindness,  he  was 
told  that  the  Mormons  were  going  to  be 
"  dished  up  "  the  following  day  them- 
selves. But  that  did  not  dismay  him, 
he  said,  as  long  as  he  had  a  chance  to 
answer   the  editor's   accusations.  The 

article  appeared,  and  the  President  pre- 
pared an  answer,  which  the  editor,  im- 
pressed, printed  in  full,  although  it  took 
one  column  more  than  a  full  page  of  his 
paper  to  do  so. 

Further  opportunity  to  continue  the 
fulfilment  of  Sister  Grant's  prophecy 
came  to  President  Grant  shortly  after  his 
return  from  Japan  in  1904.  He  was  in 
Salt  Lake  City  but  six  weeks  when  he 
was  called  to  preside  over  the  European 
Mission  of  the  Church.  In  this  capacity, 
he  visited  the  various  countries  in 
Europe,  attending  meetings,  preaching 
and  bearing  his  testimony  as  he  had  done 
previously  in  Japan. 

One  of  his  most  interesting  experiences 
in  Europe  was  his  visit  to  King  Oscar 
II  of  Sweden.  He  tells  the  story  in  his 
own  words  : 

"  It  fell  to  my  lot,  with  Brother  Alex 
Nibley,  my  wife,  ancf  some  of  my  friends, 
to  have  the  privilege  of  calling  on  King 
Oscar  on  the  4th  day  of  July  (1905)  many 
vears  ago.  With  characteristic  Ameri- 
can assurance,   I  presented  myself  at  the 
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king's  palace  and  requested  an  inter- 
view. The  man  who  came  to  the  door 
looked  at  me  as  if  lie  thought  I  was 
crazy,  not  to  he  properly  presented 
through  the  minister  plenipotentiary. 

'  I  wrote  a  note  of  introduction  to  His 
Majesty,  and  enclosed  a  letter  from 
Governor  Heber  M.  Wells,  of  the  State 
of  Utah,  told  him  that  we  Americans 
celebrate  the  4th  of  July,  and  asked  for 
an  audience ;  and  added  that  I  knew  that 
I  ought  to  be  presented  in  proper  order, 
that  I  had  letters  from  the  Utah  senators 
to  our  minister ;  but,  that  the  day  being 
4th  July,  we  hoped  that  he  would  waive 
all  the  customary  formalities  necessary  to 
see  a  king.  And  he  very  kindly  con- 
sented, stepped  out  of  the  palace,  and 
greeted  us  ;  and  after  learning  that  on'y 
two  or  three  in  our  party  understood  the 
Swedish  language,  he  immediately 
changed  to  faultless  English.  He  made 
these  remarks  to  me  : 

"  '  Mr.  Grant,  I  have  sent  my  per- 
sonal representatives,  unknown  to  the 
people,  to  nearly  every  state  in  the  United 
States,  to  find  out  how  my  former  sub- 
jects are  getting  along,  how  they  are 
prospering ;  and  in  no  other  state  in  the 
Union  are  the  former  subjects  of  Sweden 
and  Norway  more  contended,  more  pros- 
perous, and  happier  than  in  Utah;  and, 
as  long  as  I  am  King  of  Norway  and 
Sweden,  your  people  shall  have  religious 
liberty,  notwithstanding  that  all  the 
priests  and  religious  denominations  are 
against  you.'  " 

Although,  with  advancing  years,  Presi- 
dent Grant  has  confined  his  missionary 
and  proselyting  travels  to  the  United 
States,  he  is  nonetheless  active  in  his 
efforts  to  promulgate  the  Gospel  among 
those  who  have  not  vet  heard  its  mes- 
sage. Last  year  he  travelled  to  Washing- 
ton, D.C.,  to  dedicate  the  beautiful 
Washington     Chapel.  Only     recently, 

accompanying  the  Tabernacle  Choir  on 
its  journey  to  and  from  the  Century  ot 
Progress  Exposition  in  Chicago,  he  spoke 
in  many  of  the  cities  in  which  the  Choir 
gave  special  concerts.  And  among  the 
General  Authorities  of  the  Church,  there 
are  a  few  more  active  in  addressing  the 
conferences  of  the  outlying  stakes  of 
Zion  than  is  President  Grant. 


Valiant   in  his  testimony,   no  one  who 

listens  to  President  Heber  J.  Grant  ever 
questions  his  sincerity.  He  is  always 
aggressive  for  truth,  always  militant  for 
righteousness.  In  his  inspired  mood  he 
has  a  thrilling  earnestness  in  his  preach- 
ing that  springs  from  the  deepest  con- 
victions. His  testimony  reveals  the  deep 
spiritual  understanding,  •  and  the  serene 
certainty  of  conviction  of  this  man  among 
men  whose  privilege  it  has  been  to  bear 
the  glad  tidings  of  the  Restoration  "  to 
all  the  world,"  and  whose  exalted  calling 
it  now  is  to  stand  as  the  earthly  head  of 
the  True  Church  of  Christ  : 

"  I  realize  the  beauties  of  the  Gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ.  I  rejoice  exceeding  ly 
in  a  knowledge  of  the  divinity  of  tin- 
work  in  which  we  are  engaged.  I  rejoice 
in  knowing  that  all  the  gilt>,  graces, 
powers,  privileges  and  blessings  which 
have  ever  been  enjoyed  by  the  saints  of 
God  in  any  dispensation  of  the  Gospel 
upon  the  earth  are  enjoyed  to-day  by  the 
Latter-day  Saints.  I  rejoice  in  knowing 
that  the  things  which  should  be  enjoyed, 
the  blessings,  the  healing  power  of 
Almighty  God,  the  inspiration  of  His 
spirit  whereby  men  and  women  have 
manifestations  from  Him,  the  inspiration 
of  the  spirit  of  Gcd,  whereby  people 
speak  with  new  tongues,  and  have  the 
interpretation  thereof,  and  each  and  every 
grace  and  gift  are  enjoyed  to-day  by  the 
Latter-day   Saints. 

"  I  know  that  God  lives,  I  know  that 
Jesus  is  the  Christ,  I  know  that  Joseph 
Smith  was  a  Prophet  of  God,  I  know  that 
the  Gospel  tree  is  alive,  that  it  is  grow- 
ing, that  the  fruits  of  the  Gospel  growing 
upon  that  tree  are  good.  I  have  reached 
out  my  hand,  I  have  plucked  the  fruits 
of  the  Gospel,  I  have  eaten  of  them,  and 
they  are  sweet,  yea,  above  all  that  is 
sweet.  That  is  the  inspiration  that 
comes  to  every  Latter-day  Saint  who  re- 
alizes the  force  of  this  Gospel  that  we 
have  espoused.  It  is  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ.  It  is  the  plan  of  life  and  salva- 
tion. God  lives ;  Jesus  is  the  Christ, 
and  He  is  the  chief  cornerstone  of  the 
great  work — He  is  directing  it,  and  He 
will  continue  to  direct  it 

"  I  want  to  bear  witness  that  no  man 
or  woman  ever  lived  who  kept  the  com- 
mandments of  God  and  lived  according  to 
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the  teaching  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ,  whose  example  was  not  worthy 
of  the  imitation  of  all  men  and  all  women, 
in  any  land,  in  any  clime.  This  Gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ,  which  I  have  embraced 
is  in  very  deed  the  Gospel  revealed  again 
to  the  earth.  It  is  the  same  Gospel 
that  was  proclaimed  by  our  Lord  and 
Master,  Jesus  Christ,  and  He  gave  His 
life  in  testimony  of  the  same.  And  the 
lives  of  our  Prophet  and  Patriarch  were 
given  as  a  witness  to  the  divinity  of  the 
work  in  which  we  are  engagel.  For  a 
hundred  years  this  Gospel  has  been  pro- 
claimed to  the  world  without  money,  and 
without  price.  Freely  we  have  received, 
and  freely  we  have  given  to  the  world."

Christmas 


Christmas  is  perhaps  the  one  holiday 
that  is  most  universally  celebrated 
throughout   the   world. 

The  word  Christmas  signifies  Christ's 
Mass,  meaning  the  festival  of  the  nativity 
of  Christ.  Much   discussion  has  been 

had  about  the  time  of  Christ's  Birthday 
and  of  His  Divinity,  but  in  looking  at  the 
celebrations  of  Christmas  at  different 
periods  and  in  different  places,  it  may  be 
observed  that  whatever  views  men  may 
have  respecting  Christ,  they  all  agree  that 
His  advent  is  to  be  hailed  with  joy  and 
the  nearer  the  forms  of  festivity  have 
been  to  His  teaching  the  more  real  joy 
has  been  theirs  who  have  taken  part  in 
those  festivities.  Despite  the  many 
changes,  many  customs  and  traditions, 
both  Pagan  and  Christian  are  still  used 
in  the  modern  Christmas  celebrations. 
The  singing  of  carols,  the  decorating  of 
the  tree,  the  hanging  of  the  evergreens, 
the  lighting  of  the  Yule  log  and  the  giv- 
ing  of  gifts   are   some   of  these  customs. 

The  Christmas  fire,  the  open  fire  place, 
was  pronounced  the  burning  heart  of  the 
season,  the  living  symbol  of  all  beauti- 
ful thoughts  and  emot;ons  appropriate  to 
the  time.  It  was  the  centre  of  social 
activity  of  our  ancestors  and  while 
Christmas  is  as  much  as  ever  a  time  for 
family  gatherings  around  the  old  fireside, 
the  big  open  fireplace  has  largely  given 
way  to  the  gas  log  and  electric  heaters. 
The  kinds  of  woods  used  for  the  Yule 
log  varied  in  different  countries.       Oak, 


pine,  ash,  olive  and  birch  were  most 
popular.  The  wood  lire  was  for  a  long 
time  the  only  form  of  illumination  in  the 
home.  Candles  came  later.  The  prac- 
tice of  placing  burning  candles  in  the 
windows  on  Christmas  Eve  was  an  old 
custom  handed  down  with  the  thought 
that  the  Christ  Child  out  alone  in  the 
cold,  dark  world  should  be  lighted  on-  His 
way.  They  are  also  emblematic  of 
Christ  as  the  light  of  the  world. 

We  now  can  hard  y  think  of  Christmas 
without  the  beautiful  evergreens,  a  con- 
tribution of  Paganism.  The  ancitnts 
had  great  reverence  for  natural  phe- 
nomena. The  rustling  of  leaves  in  the 
trees  was  to  them  the  whispering  of  the 
spirits  that  lived  within  them  and  so  they 
believed  that  when  evergreens  were  used 
they  not  only  brought  beauty  but  bless- 
ings into  the  home.  The  woodland  spirits 
shivering  in  the  cold  were  induced  to 
come  in  and  share  in  the  festive  joys. 

The   ones    used    mostly    are    the   holly, 
'ivy,     mistletoe     and     rosemary.  Many 

interesting  and  curious  ideas  were  linked 
together  with  their  use.  The  holly  with 
berries  was  a  symbol  of  the  drops  of 
blood  which  the  crown  of  thorns  drew 
from  the  Saviour's  brow.  The  Christ- 
mas tree  may  be  the  survival  of  the 
primitive  tree  worship.  One  legend  is 
told  of  how  on  the  night  Christ  was  born 
all  the  trees  in  the  forest  bloomed  and 
bore  fruit.  Reverting  to  the  legend  of 
blossoming,  in  some  parts  of  Europe 
boughs  of  trees  were  cut  and  placed  in 
water  in  a  warm  place  so  they  would 
bloom  for  the  sacred  season  and  neigh- 
bours vied  with  each  other  to  see  who 
could  have  the  prettiest  blooms.  It  is 
thought  by  some  to  be  a  natural  sacra- 
ment linking  us  with  the  mysteries  of 
groves  and  woodlands. 

The  beautiful  thought  of  the  season 
that  "  God  so  loved  the  world  that  He 
gave  His  only  Begotten  Son,"  has  been 
svmbolized  by  the  giving  of  gifts.  In 
different  countries,  different  customs  pre- 
vail. Santa  Claus,  Kriss  Kringle  and 
St.  Nicholas  play  their  part  in  their  dis- 
tribution. But  whether  the  gift  be  great 
or  small,  the  spirit  and  significance  of  it 
should  be  the  essential  factor. — From

A  BROTHER  IN  DANGER. 

We  recently  heard  a  story  that  was 
difficult  to  believe,  but  it  was  told  to  us 
by  a  reliable  person  with  so  much  cer- 
tainty that  no  room  for  doubt  was  left. 
Hence  we  were  astonished  that  such  a 
thing  could  be.  A  brother  in  apparently 
good  standing  and  of  some  years  of  ex- 
perience in  the  Church,  declared  he  would 
resign  a  responsible  position  and  quit  the 
Church  if  a  certain  other  brother  were 
appointed  an  officer  in  an  auxiliary 
organization.  Now,  of  course,  when 
the  offended  brother  takes  a  careful 
second  thought  of  the  matter,  he  is  likely 
to  see  it  differently.  He  certainly  wiil 
do  so  if  in  smcerity,  humility,  and  faith 
he  prays  to  the  Lord  to  guide  him  aright 
in  what  he  shall  do.  He  then  will  rea- 
lize the  great  danger  of  the  position  he 
assumed. 

This  matter  is  mentioned  here  because 
it  is  typical,  more  or  less,  of  other  simi- 
lar cases  that  have  occasioned  trouble 
and  dissension  in  the  branches — a  sub- 
ject to  which  we  have  more  than  once 
referred  in  this  column.  But  what  is 
the  remedy?  Of  course,  sincere,  hum- 
ble prayer  and  genuine  reprentance  on 
the  part  of  every  one  who  sees,  or  thinks 
he  sees,  a  fault  in  another  brother  or 
sister. 

Would  it  not  be  well  for  the  offended 
persons  to  look  carefully  into  their  own 
conduct  and  see  if  there  is  anything  amiss 
in  it,  as  judged  by  Church  standards? 
Doing  so  would  certainly  be  entirely  con- 
formable to  Gospel  requirements.  We 
all  remember  that  in  His  se-mon  on  the 
mount    the    Master    said:    "  Judge    not, 

that  ye  be   not  judged Why  be- 

holdest  thou  the  mote  that  is  in  thy 
brother's  eye,  but  considerest  not  the 
beam  that  is  in  thine  own  eve?  "  (Matt- 
hew 7    :  1-3.) 

Let  us  remember  also  other  relevant 
teachings  of  our  Lord.  A  woman  taken 
in  sin  was  brought  to  Him  by  mischief- 
makers  who  reminded  Him  of  the  law  of 
Moses    and    gloatingly    asked    Him    what 


should  be  done.  How  characteristic  of 
Him  was  the  answer:  "  He  that  is  with- 
out sin  among  you,  let  him  first  cast  a 
stone  at  her."  Then  looking  up,  pre- 
sently, and  seeing  that  the  accusers  had 
all  departed  and  none  remained  to  con- 
demn her,  He  said:'"  Neither  do  I  con- 
demn   thee:   go,    and    sin    no    more." 

But  how  often  shall  we  forgive  an 
offending    brother?  Again    Jesus    has 

given  the  answer,  for  this  is  a  question 
Peter  asked  Him  and  w'as  answered:  "  I 
say  not  unto  thee,  Until  seven  times  :  but, 
Until  seventy  times  seven."  (Matthew 
18   :  22.) 

Brethren  and  sisters,  we  have  pro- 
fessedly accepted  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ  and  have  been  bapt7zed  into  His 
Church.  Did  we  do  this  honestly,  sin- 
cerely believing?  If  so  ,  let  us  observe 
His  teachings.  Then  we  will  love  one 
another,  which  love  will  be  manifested 
by  our  doing  all  we  can  to  build  each 
other  up,  in  forgiving  each  other  of  faults 
and  in  supporting  each  other  in  every 
effort  made  to  render  service  and  to  do 
good. 

"  There  is  so  much  good  in  the  worst 
of  us  and  so  much  bad  in  the  best  of 
us  that  it  ill  becomes  any  of  us  to  speak 
badly  of  the  rest  of  us." 

A  person  may  lose  his  temper,  or  use 
tobacco,  or  drink  coffee,  or  fail  in  pay- 
ing a  full  tithing.  We  do  not  condone 
any  of  these  offences,  but  we  should 
sympathize  with  the  offender  and  kindly 
but  tactfully  be  as  helpful  as  we  may  in 
assisting  him  to  overcome  his  weakness. 
If  we  were  to  wait  until  members  became 
faultless  before  giving  them  an  office  in 
the  branch,  we  would  have  no  officers, 
for  there  is  none  perfect  among  us.  Let 
us  remember  that  unselfish  service  gives 
us  strength,  and  therefore  rendering  ser- 
vice faithfully  enables  us  to  grow  better 
faster  than  we  could  otherwise  do.  Shall 
we  not  cease  faultfinding,  back-biting, 
envious  complaining  and  become  prayer- 
ful, tolerant,  forgiving,  serviceable,  and 
strive  continually  to  keep  the  command- 
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ments  of  the  Lord,  thus  acting  in  accord- 
ance with  the  teachings  of  Jesus  and  the 
requirements  of  the  Church?  Or  shall 
we  yield  to  the  Devil's  power  and  make 
ourselves  miserable  by  becoming  tools  in 
his  hands?  When  there  is  bitterness 
instead  of  love  in  our  hearts,  when  we 
tear  down  instead  of  build  up,  we  may 
know  of  a  surety  that  the  Lord  is  not 
with  us. 

THE  PRAYER  OF  FAITH. 

The  prayer  of  faith  is  perhaps  the  most 
effective  way  of  finding  out  God.  And 
yet  God  is  not  easy  to  find,  a  fact 
demonstrated  by  human  experience. 
This  is  likely  most  frequently  the  reason 
why  the  scoffer  denies  that  there  is  any- 
thing in  prayer.  But  he  who  scoffs  is 
certainly   not   a  credible   witness.  For 

there  are  myriads  of  people  who  know 
from  personal  experience  that  there  is 
value  in  prayer.  Now,  while  God  may 
not  be  found  easily,  the  fact  is  that  He 
can  be  found  for  He  has  been  found. 
He  has  not  closed  the  doors  between 
Himself  and  His  children.  Were  this  so, 
could  we  attribute  to  Him  the  quality  ot 
love  ? 

What  knowledge  in  all  the  world  is 
more  important  than  the  knowledge  that 
God  lives?  But  since  this  knowledge  is 
precious,  can  we  reasonably  expect  to  get 
it  for  nothing?  Usually  the  more  lrghly 
prized  an  object,  the  more  difficult  it  is  to 
get.       This  is  what  fixes  its  value. 

Now,  the  prayer  of  faith,  persistently 
and  reverently  continued,  is  not  an  easy 
thing  to  make.  It  requires  humility, 
worthiness,  and  the  complete  absence  of 
doubt.  It  requires  mental  concentration 
and  real  need  of  the  thing  prayed  for. 
It  requires  a  confidence  that  God  will  yet 
answer,  if  not  now.  So  there  mav  be 
a  wise  purpose  in  delay  in  answering, 
which  delay  will  benefit  him  who  prays. 
This  certainly  will  be  the  case  if,  in  the 
meantime,  the  person  concerned  cultivates 
the  virtues  that  will  increase  his  worthi- 
ness. We  repeat,  it  may  be  difficult  to 
find  God,  but  the  persistent  prayer  of 
faith  will  reveal  Him. 

An  old  adage  says,  "  There  is  no  ex- 
cellence without  labour."  No  one  be- 
comes learned  without  study.  It  has 
lone:  been  known  that  there   is  no  royal 


road  to  learning.  The  price  of  scholar- 
ship is  many  years  of  continued  hard 
work.  However,  every  normal- minded 
person  has  the  ability  to  become  a  scholar 
in  some  one  of  the  many  fields  of  study — 
the  one  suited  to  his  tastes.  There  arc- 
relatively  very  few  people,  however,  who 
become  scholars,  the  reason  being  that 
most  people  do  not  give  the  necessary 
time  and  efforts  to  the  task.  But  would 
it  be  reasonable  for  this  majority,  or  even 
for  any  one  of  the  majority,  to  assert  that 
there  are  no  such  things  as  scholars  and 
scholarships? 

Another  illustration.  There  are  musi- 
cians, but  all  of  us  are  not  musicians,  and 
unfortunately  some  of  us  are  even  musi- 
cally deaf,  or  nearly  so.  A  performer 
may  be  "off  key,"  but  some  listener 
would  never  detect  it ;  yet  a  trained 
musical  ear  would  experience  a  jar  at 
once.  Some      people      are      musically 

talented,  but  none  such  ever  becomes  a 
great  musician  without  months  and  years 
of  continuous,  persistent  work.  Great 
performers  continue  daily  practice  even 
though  their  reputation  may  be  inter- 
national. 

It  will  be  granted,  of  course,  without 
further  illustrations,  that  worthwhile 
human  achievement  is  only  brought  with 
talent,  coupled  with  toil.  Experience 
proves  that  activity  is  the  condition  of 
growth.  How  foolish  it  would  be  for  a 
person  to  close  his  eyes  and  ears  and 
declare  there  are  no  musicians  because 
he  had  not  become  one ;  that  there  are 
no  inventors  because  he  is  not  an  inven- 
tor ;  that  there  are  no  artists  because  he 
did  not  have  the  talent  to  become  one. 
Likewise,  is  it  not  foolish  for  a  man  to 
declare  there  is  nothing  in  prayer  because 
he  had  refused  or  failed  to  find  anything 
in  prayer?  In  the  light  of  human 
experience  and  the  personal  knowledge  of 
many  men  such  a  declaration  stamps  him 
who  makes  it  as  being  anything  but  fair 
and   reasonable. 

He  may  even  have  tried  to  pray  and 
found  no  answer.  Many  people  begin 
the  study  of  music  who  do  not  become 
musicians.  Many   others   give   up   the 

study  of  mathematics  as  a  useless  study. 
Yet  mathematics  is  the  tool  that  has  built 
many  of  the  wonders  of  the  present-day 
world ;   it  is  the   most   useful   instrument

of  modern  science;  it  is  the  key  that  un- 
locked many  of  the  discovered  mysteries 
of  the  universe.  The  assertion  that 
prayer  is  valueless  because  the  objector, 
perchance,  has  not  had  his  prayers  ans- 
wered, is  no  valid  objection.  Others 
succeeded  where  he  failed.  The  testi- 
mony of  even  one  of  these  outweighs  the 
evidence  of  a  thousand  who  failed.  The 
prayer  of  faith  can  never  be  without 
value. 

"  DOES  GOD   BELIEVE  IN   WAR?" 

Not  long-  ago  a  question  came  to  the 
editor  stated  in  this  unusual  way:  "  Does 
God  believe  in  war?  "  The  relation  of 
God  to  war  has  often  been  questioned  by 
many    honest    souls.  And    many    dis- 

couraged people  have  even  said,  "  There 
is  no  God,"  for  if  there  were  he  would 
not   permit   war.  Again,    it   has   been 

pointed  out  that  opposing  armies  have 
sometimes  been  taught  that  they  were 
fighting  in  the  cause  of  the  Lord,  and 
each  has  prayed  to  the  same  God  for  vic- 
tory. Further,  it  is  recalled  that  in 
battle,  history  shows  that  usually  "  might 
is  right  "  ;  in  other  words,  victory  is  on 
the  side  of  the  most  powerful  arm}-.  So 
a  God  of  justice,  full  of  love  and  mercy 
for  His  children,  does  not  exist,  it  is 
claimed.  Even  many  who  believe  in  the 
existence  of  a  God  having  all  the  quali- 
ties ascribed  by  Jesus  to  His  Father  in 
heaven  have  difficulty  in  accounting  for 
so  much  pain,  cruelty,  affliction  and 
misery  in  the  world. 

Now,  it  is  only  fair  to  admit  that  we 
are  unable  to  answer  correctly  and  satis- 
factorily many  questions  that  arise  con- 
cerning the  dealings  of  God  with  His 
children  here  in  mortality.  But  our 
ignorance  and  lack  of  understanding  of 
these  things  do  not  justify  us  in  our  un- 
belief. May  we  not  cite  the  story  of 
Job,  one  of  the  finest  of  its  kind  in  all 
literature,  as  proof  that  unbelief  in  God's 
mercy  and  justice  in  His  dealings  with 
us  is  not  justified?  We  all  remember 
Job's  immortal  words  in  reproving  his 
friends,  "  Though  he  slay  me,  yet  will 
I  trust  in  him." 

Job's  attitude  was  one  of  perfect  trust 
and  faith  in  God.  Is  there  any  Christian 
who  will  deny  that  this  is  the  correct 
attitude  for  a  believer  to  take?  It  was 
the  attitude  of  Abraham  as  he  prepared 


to  sacrifice  Isaac,  the  son  of  promise. 
And  Abraham's  trust  in  God  was  recog- 
nized and  suitably  rewarded,  so  was 
Job's,  and  so  it  will  be  with  any  person's. 

But  to  return  to  the  question,  "  Does 
God  believe  in  war?  "  We  have  never 
before  seen  or  heard  the  question  stated 
in  these  words,  and  we  do  not  know  that 
the  Lord  has  answered  it  in  this  form. 
Hence  we  may  have  to  draw  our  own 
conclusions  from  what  is  written.  John 
the  Revelator  (Rev.  12  :  7-9)  tells 
"  there  was  war  in  heaven,"  resulting  in 
the  defeat  of  Satan  and  the  spirit  beings 
who  fought  with  him,  and  "  he  was  cast 
out  into  the  earth,  and  his  angels  were 
cast  out  with  him."  This  conflict  con- 
stituted what  is  called  "  the  war  in 
heaven."  Satan  was  cast  down  to  the 
earth,  which  has  been  the  scene  of  more 
or  less  continual  warfare  ever  since  Cain 
slew  his  brother  Abel.       These  are  facts. 

Now  God  is  the  father  of  our  spirits. 
He  is  also  the  spiritual  father  of  Satan 
and  his  angels.  In  embyro  we  believe 
that  we  possess  the  spiritual  characteris- 
tics of  our  Heaveniy  Father,  for  "  as  God 
now  is  man  may  6e,"  that  is  to  say,  we 
believe  in  the  doctrine  of  "  eternal  pro- 
gression." But  as  man  develops  and 
grows  in  qualities  of  mercy,  honesty, 
virtue,  truth-loving,  love  of  fellows,  etc. 
— all  God-like  qualities — and  acquires 
power  to  live  more  and  more  nearly  the 
Golden  Rule,  the  most  strongly  does  he 
hate  war  as  an  institution  and  the  more 
deeply  does  he  regret  its  prevalence 
among  men.  He  would  abolish  war  if 
he  could.  "  Then  why  does  not  God 
abolish  w^ar ;  He  is  all  powerful?  "  some, 
one  may  ask. 

At  first  sight  this  question  seems  rea- 
sonable. Let  us  see.  Why  was  there 
war  in  heaven?  The  answer  is  that  the 
Father  had  given  "  free  agency  "  to  all 
His  children.  In  the  exercise  of  this 
God-given  gift  Satan  and  his  followers 
rebelled  against  the  plan  that  the  Father 
proposed  to  govern  the  earth -life  of  His 
children.  The  Gospel  plan  is  based  upon 
the  principle  of  "  free  agency."  The 
Lord,  creator  of  our  universe,  governs  it 
in  accordance  with  certain  principles. 
These  are  known  as  the  laws  of  nature. 
And  so  all  created  things  are  governed 
by  law.  'For  His  children  one  of  these 
laws  is  that  of  "  free  agency."

I  have  grown  hungry  for  a  good  old 
report  letter  back  to  my  old  Mission 
President ;  so  I  am  writing  one— also  I 
want  very  much  to  express  my  apprecia- 
tion to  my  friends  in  mv  old  field  of 
labour.  _  My  thoughts  oft 'travel  back  to 
my  mission  field  among  my  old  acquain- 
tances, the  trials  and  sorrows  I  bore,  the 
happiness  I  knew,  and  it  all  comes  back 
to  me. 

My  heart  rejoices  that  I  was  privi- 
leged to  labour  in  that  beautiful  land 
among  such  a  good  'people.  I  am  truly 
thankful  that  I  have  had  the  privilege  of 
knowing  the  Saints,  friends  and  Elders  of 
the  South  African  Mission.  I  shall  al- 
ways consider  those  years  I  spent  in 
Africa  as  the  high  lights  of  my  life. 

I  am  working  here  in  Washington  in 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  at  pre- 
sent ;  my  appointment  to  the  Department 
of  Justice  will  become  effective  in  the  near 
future.  I  will  have  a  good  position  with 
plenty  of  room  for  advancement.  I 
married  Effie  Nan  Berry  on  11th  August. 
Mrs.  Ellsworth  is  the  sister  of  Elder  Kay 
Berry.  We  are  very  happy  and  love 
each  other  very  much. 

Recently  I  was  called  to  the  Capitol 
District  of  the  Eastern  States  Mission  to 
work  here  in  my  spare  time. 

Our  Chapel  here  in  Washington  is  an 
achievement  of  the  Mormon  people.  It 
is  made  of  Utah  marble  and  is  finely 
decorated  inside  and  out.  It  is  a  beauti- 
ful and  inspiring  place  of  worship. 

The  Mormon  people  are  ke  nly  appre- 
ciated here  in  Washington.  One  needs 
no  better  letter  of  recommendation  or 
introduction  than  the  mere  mention  of 
belonging  to  the  Mormon  church.  The 
fact  of  being  a  Mormon  is  prcof  enough 
in  many  of  the  departments  that  the 
applicant  has  qualifications  and  experi- 
ence enough  to  qualify  for  a  position.

Do  the  saints  of  God  believe  in  war? 
They  certainly  do  not  like  war.  They 
are  keenly  sorrowful  when  it  comes. 
They  would  like  to  see  men  and  nations 
forget  war  and  convert  their  "  swords 
into     plowshares."  They      stand      for 

"  peace  to  all  men  of  good  will."  In  these 
feelings  and  attitudes  they  only  respond 
to  the  divine  qualities  that  have  been 
developed  within  them — qualities  which 
the  Father  has  in  perfection.  But  Satan 
operates  among  men  and  will  do  so  until 
he  is  bound.  He  will  continue  to  stir 
up  trouble  wherever  he  can.  He  delights 
in  causing  all  possible  human  miseries. 
And  so  long  as  men  yield  to  him  they 
may  continue  to  experience  all  the  horrors 
of  war.  But  they  must  blame  themselves 
for  their  miseries,   and  not  the  Lord. 


Honourably  Released. 

Elder  Richard  Bradfield  Jakins  was 
honourably  released  from  full-time 
missionary  work,  1st  December,  1934, 
after  serving  the  people  of  this  land  as 
a  missionary  from  7th  February,  1933, 
with  the  exception  of  two  months,  Octo- 
ber and  November,  1934,  when  he  was 
given  a  leave  of  absence  and  thence  his 
release.  At  first  it  was  thought  he  could 
only  do  a  few  months'  mission  due  to 
lack  of  money,  but  he,  with  his  good  and 
faithful  parents,  clung  on  to  his  mission- 
ary work,  until  finally  finances  ran  so  low 
that  he  had  to  take  a  job  at  the  Geduld 
M'ne,  Springs,  Transvaal,  1st  October, 
as  a  special  interpreter  in  native  affairs  to 
replenish  the  pocket  book. 

Elder  Jakins  laboured  in  Port  Eliza- 
beth District  for  the  most  part  of  his 
mission  and  had  charge  of  all  the  work 
of  that  and  East  London  District  as 
District  President  from  9th  January, 
1934,  until  he  was  transferred  to  Trans- 
vaal as  President  of  that  District,  3rd 
June,  1934,  which  position  he  held  until 
the  time  of  his  leave  of  absence,  24th 
September,  1934.  He  is  doing  all  he 
can  for  the  work  at  Springs,  and  even 
though  his  active  missionary  work  is 
completed,  still  his  spirit  is  bright  and 
his  testimony  is  ever  fresh,  and  many 
people  of  Springs  and  the  Transvaal  Dis- 
trict will  partake  of  the  richness  of  his 
teachings  and  be  led  by  his  good  example 
and  clear  understanding  of  the  Gospel 
principles  to  do  right  and  keep  the  com- 
mandments of  the  Lord. 

"  How  much  can  I  do,"  is  the 
characteristic  mental  attitude  of  Elder 
Jakins.  He  hasn't  a  lazy  fiber  in  his 
body  and  with  a  merry  and  cheerful 
spirit  he  makes  the  world  brighter  for 
everyone  he  meets,  whether  thev  be  old 
or  new  acquaintances. 

He  knows  what  it  means  to  preach  the 
Gospel  "  without  purse  or  scrip,"  as  his 
pockets  have  been  empty  time  and  again, 
but  that  has  made  him  comprehend  the 
real  spirit  of  a  true  missionary  and  more 
fully  apprehend  the  meaning  of  the  mes- 
sage of  the  Gospel  of  Christ  and  discern 
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with  keenness  and  fineness  the  noble 
sacrifice  of  our  Saviour  for  all  mankind. 
Thus  he  has  been  helped  to  warm  the 
hearts  of  the  down -trodden  and  way- 
faring, the  sorrowing  and  suffering,  the 
doubting  and  hopeless,  the  careless  and 
negligent.  Those  with  br'ght  futures, 
undimmed  ambitions  and  noble  ideals 
have  felt  the  great  urge  to  investigate 
the  Gospel  by  reason  of  his  kind  and 
unselfish   spirit. 

Elder  Jakins  has  travelled  over  this 
country  by  foot  to  do  the  Lord's  good 
work.  He,  with  Elder  Marcus  F.  Smith, 
walked  from  Port  Elizabeth  to  Cape 
Town,  catching  rides  when  possible  and 
depending  upon  the  Lord  to  act  through 
the  hearts  of  the  people  to  provide  for 
them.  He  went  from  Port  Elizabeth  to 
Johannesburg  the  same  way  and  was  pro- 
vided for.  Many  times  he  went  from 
Port  Elizabeth  to  East  London  and  re- 
turn the  same  way  to  fill  his  mission  to 
the  people.  All  this  was  done  because 
of  his  desire  to  honestly  serve  the  Lord 
under  a  special  calling.  Many  times  he 
has  been  foot-sore  and  hungry,  tired  and 
lame,  and  without  food  or  a  place  he 
could  claim  to  lay  his  head,  but  he  has 
cheerfully  laboured  to  do  his  duty  as  he 
saw  it  to  mankind  and  to  God,  with  his 
companions. 

Elder  Jakins  was  converted  to  the  Gos- 
pel at  The  Strand,  C.P. ,  and  was  bap- 
tised 14th  December,  1930,  by  Elder  C. 
E.  Randall.  Since  that  time  he  has 
been  threatened  and  persecuted.  Once 
he  went  to  President  Dalton  asking  for 
advice  and  comfort,  with  tears  in  his  eyes, 
as  his  employers  gave  him  notice,  for  the 
reason  that  the  people  who  traded  at  the 
store  where  he  worked  at  The  Strand 
threatened  to  boycott  the  store  unless  this 
"  convert  to  Mormonism  "  was  dis- 
charged. He  was  told  not  to  worry  but 
to  ask  the  Lord  to  soften  the  hearts  of 
the  people  and  his  employer.  He  went 
away  comforted  and  the  next  day  his 
employer  told  him  that  he  would  not  dis- 
charge him  under  such  conditions  and 
that  he  could  have  his  job  just  as  long  as 
he  wanted  it.  Many  of  those  who 
threatened  to  boycott  the  store  and  who 
had  persecuted  him  came  to  him  and 
apologized  for  their  attitude  and  asked 
his  pardon. 


When  Elder  Jakins  was  converted  to 
Mormonism,  he  was  converted  to  the  fact 
that  Mormonism  is  truly  the  Gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ  no  matter  the  name.  He 
saw  through  it  as  his  friend  Gene  Sto- 
man,  now  in  Ogden,  Utah  (and  with  his 
wife  were  the  lone  Mormons  in  The 
Strand)  gave  him  a  good  example  and 
taught  him  the  truth.  The  testimony 
which  came  to  him  bridged  bigotry  and 
sectarianism  and  diverted  his  life  from 
fruitless  searching  to  one  of  certainty  and 
sureness.  It  has  given  to  him  the  joy 
for  which  he  has  been  created  and  will 
be  the  inward  power  which  will  save  and 
exalt  him  in  the  presence  of  our  Father 
in  Heaven,  if  he  will  continue  faithfully 
on  to  a  greater  fullness  and  more  perfect 
understanding  of  the  plan  of  salvation. 

To  Elder  Jakins  goes  the  love  of  Presi- 
dent and  Sister  Dalton  and  all  his  com- 
panions who  are  loathed  to  part  with  him 
as  an  active  missionary,  and  his  many 
friends  and  acquaintances  will  regret  that 
he  cannot  visit  them  as  he  used  to  do; 
but  the  wishes  and  hopes  of  all  are,  that 
his  life  will  be  happy  and  prosperous  and 
that  he  may  be  assured  of  the  thankful- 
ness of  many  for  the  good  work  he  has 
done.  To  the  parents  of  Elder  Jakins 
goes  love  and  gratitude  from  many  for 
the  sacrifice  they  have  made  of  this 
world's  goods,  in  order  that  their  sen 
might  fill  a  mission  in  South  Africa. — D.
